Already many of the nobility of Eng­ 
land are preparing to attend the Delhi 
durbar, which will furnish a spectacle 
beside which the London coronation 
will appear insignificant. Some Ameri­ 
cans, too, will be present, conspicuous 
among whom will be .Miss Daisy Let­ 
ter. sister of the viceroy's wife, and her 
mother. Mrs. Levi Z. Letter, who will 
be the guests of Lady Curzun. 
It may be doubted whether, even in 
India, the immemorial home of pomp 
and pagiantry, any ceremony has ever 
been witnessed which could vie with 
the for licomiug celebration at Delhi of 
the coronation of tlie king-c mperor. 
Should the historian be able t<* produce 
from chronicles Inspired by oil idn! en­ 
thusiasm and imagination a r cord of ; 
<ome triumphal progress of np airently 
1.1.approachable magnificence ic must j 
jet fail to present us with anything so 
impressive to the instructed imaging- j 
lion. 
The celebration of the coronation will 
take the form of a great durbar, a dur­ 
bar such as has never been seen before, 
not even when D ad Lyttou proclaimed 
Queen Victoria empress of India. That 
was a marvelous occasion, splendid and 
solemn and inspiring, hut it Is the In­ 
tention of the viceroy. Lord Cur/.on of 
Kedle-toil, to make the approaching 
durbar even more magnificent. 
The 
viceroy knows the Hindoo character 
thoroughly. He knows that the native 
loves nothing better than pomp and 
glitter; that he is impressed by these 1 
things in a manner w hich an occidental > 
iimls it hard to understand. And this , 
time in* means to give the Hindoo such 
a display as w ill be talked of for gener­ 
ations. 
For months preparations for the Del­ 
hi durbar have been going forward, t 
although the affair does not take place 
until January. 
For an event of so 
much importance the making ready re- j 
quires many months. 
It is no mere 
one day ceremony that is being nr ! 
ranged. 
The imperial durbar for the 
announcement to the princes of India 


and Ireland, eiuperor of India, and to 
his American wife. 
Through their own lords 4iAd.tMKJ.000 
of subjects will pay homage to their 
*oveieigu, and Lord and Lady Curzoti 
w .li be treattd as royalty itsi If. 
They 
will be accorded tin* same honors, the 
same reverence, that would be offered 
the emperor and empress. 
It will be 
India's formal greeting to its new rul­ 
ers. 
Delhi lias been chosen as the site of 
the durbar because of its imperial as­

suitability for the assemblage of a 
large number of troops and a groat dis­ 
play and its central situation. 
Itut the 
city of Delhi could not begin to accom­ 
modate tlie thousands o f \ Isitors to the 
durbar, 
so they will 
li ve in camps, 
which will, so says the official state­ 
ment regarding tin* durbar, extend for 
“ a distance of several miles 011 every 
-side of the city.” 
'T he viceroy’s camp 
will l»e pitched on the historic ridge 
where tin* decisive struggle of the In ­ 
dian mutiny took place. 
The great reception will be held In a 
specially constructed amphitheater of 
horseshoe shape. 
The amphitheater 
will be a quarter of a mile in dreuin­ 
ference. with accommodations for 1'-’.- 
(Mjo persons. 
The voice of a speaker 
will have to carry only .100 feet iu or­ 
der to be heard by the entire assem­ 
blage, so ingeniously will the amphi­ 
theater be constructed. 
The viceroy 
will stand in the center on a dais (J feet 
high and 20 feet iu circumference, and 
while iiis own Hag is unfurled tin* im­ 
perial standard will be raised iu front 
of the assembly. 
Directly before the viceroy w ill be 
four rows of seats, which will be occu­ 
pied by the 1.008 ruling chiefs, nobles 
and high officials, while other notables 
to the number of 8,000 will Lie seated
